Possibly because of the wasting effect of hurricanes, Nicolas found 
Cat Island useless as a cattle-grazing area. He then petitions for some arpents 
on the mainland.

Perhaps Biloxi, in a general way, may have been considered as 
stretching to what is now Long Beach-Pass Christian, but that is hardly possible. 
Regardless, the property joined that of Francois Carriere, the husband, at one 
time, of Julia de la Brosse, who owned quite a stretch of property in what is 
presently Pass Christian-Henderson Point.

I, Don Nicolas de Finiels, Private Engineer added to the staff 

of the Post of Pensacola, in virtue of the commission of Don . 
Vicente Sebastian Pintado, Surveyor General of West Florida, 
given me by his official letter of October 24, 1809, certify that 
in consequence of the said commission, I went to the place called 
Pass Christian, in order to measure and bound the land granted 
to Rarthelemv Pellerin, Captain of the Repiment of Infantry of 
Louisiana, according to what was ordered by decree of September 

23, 1808, given by Don Juan Ventura Morales, acting Tntendant 
ry General of this Province, and Judge of Lands and Vacant Lots 
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in it, of which decree the said surveyor general informed me, 
delivering to me the proceedings for the exact accomplistiment 
of what was ordered in it, and having cited JFAN BAPTISTE 
NICAISE and PIERRE MORIN old inhabitants of this place, in 
order that they might declare and inform me, according to 
their best knowledge, of the boundaries of the Jand which 
belonged to Widow Asmar, which is the same which was ordered 
measured for the said captain, they appeared before PRILIP 
SAUSIAR, Syndic of this place, and having taken the oath 
according to law, they declared that they knew the said land 
perfectly, that thev also knew it belonged to the deceased 
WIDOW ASMAR; and that the boundaries were Bayou Boisdore, 
fronting on Bay St. Louis as far as the point at which the 
entrance terminates, and from the said point along the beach 
as far as Bear Point, which includes the second front, and 
its depth extends to Bavou Portage, as expressed in the 
declaration, which is found annexed to this proceeding; and 
after having cited SCLAUDE <CRRISTIAN ZADNER, neighboring land- 
owner of the east of the said tract, who, because of being 
ill, could not leave his house, he sent me the paper of con- 
cession, which s&s” “father, NICOLAS | SR N obtained 
from Don Estevan Miro, Former Governor of the Province of 
Louisiana, on the 3rd dav of the month of June 1808, in 
which the Governor said that he granted to NICOLAS CHRISTIAN 
LADNER, twenty arpents front on the sea by the ordinary depth 
of forty arpents, beginning from the boundary of the land of 
FRANCOIS CARRIERE, last husband of the WIDOW ASMAR; also the 
said CLAUDE CHRISTIAN LADNER informed me that the land of 


the said deceased Carriere terminated on the right shore of the 


little bayou, commonly called Bear Point Bayou, which is near 
the said point, a little more to the east, in view of which, I 
proceeded to the survey, accompanied by the witnesses; JOSEPH 
LABAT. and the free NEGRO CHARLOT, inhabitants of this place, 
with the assistance of Jean Baptiste Pellerin, Lieutenant of 
the Regiment of Louisiana, Civil and Military Commandant of 
the District of Bay St. Louis, agent for the interested party 
and I found that the said tract, according to the indicated 
limits, contains seventeen thousand and eighty-four superficial] 
arpents, measured with the perch of Paris of eighteen feet of 
the same city, counting one hundred square perches of super- 
ficial area per arpent, according to the custom of this 
province, exclusive of the eight hundred arpents belonging 

to the free Negro, caljJed Charlot, by donation from his 
mistress, JULIA DE LA BROSSE, WIDOW ASMAR, afterwards 
CARRIERF, on November 5, 1799, which is annexed to the pro-

The May 3lst, 1832 marriage record of Henriette Pauline Cuevas, daughter 
of Jean Gevas and Marie Helene Ladner, to Joseph Vasquez of Gallicia, 
Spain, mentions that Henriette Pauline Cueves had been born on, and in 
1832, was living on Cat Island, Mississippi.10 


Cat Island was not, as sometimes reported, so-named because the early French 
and French-Canadian explorers thought the numerous raccoons on the island 
were wild domestic cats. Those woods-wise Canadians, and d‘Iberville 

and his brother Bienville and at least sixteen others were Canadian-born, 
who were in the 1699 expedition 11 when Fort Maurepas was built and names 
given to the islands, were all well acquainted with the bandit-masked, 
ring-tailed animals they found on what is today Cat Island. The raccoon 

was common the, as it is today, in Canada. "The New Cessell's French 
Dictionary," 1973 edition, published by Funk & Wagnalls, on page 148 defines 
"Chat sauvage” (Literally "Cat wild") as the name Canadians use to refer 

to the raccoon.
